A TOUCH OF RUIIEAUCRACV 
The brief history of OWl'a propo.'icd news 
blackout ot Germany otters an excellent 
atartlng point for another exploration of the 
bureaucratic mind. In caic anyone feeL*; In the 
mood lor such an expedition. 

The central figure in the story Is OWI Di- 
rector Elmer Davis, wiio apparently forgot to 
consult the right menibcra of the military 
before giving out what he .laid was a "military 
order" banning circulation ol ail outside 
newspapers and periodicals In Germany, and 
lurninB the news dispensing Job exclusively 
over to OWI. 

Mr. Davis explained that Germany would 
get only such ncw.i as would best serve the 
allied govornmentH and occupying nrnilcs. 
And ho added his own observation thnt the 
Germans, It left free to read unceiisored news 
from America, "would get too much Imprcs- ; 
aion of divided policies," and that after 12 
years of nazlsm, they were "out of the habit 
of understanding what a free press means. 

President Truman promptly lifted Mi 
Davis' ban. And in doing so he revealed that 
General Elsenhower had never issued the 
order which Mr. Davla attributed to the mili- 
tary. In fact. Mr. Truman quoted the gen- 
eral as saying that "a free press and a free 
How of Information and ideas should prevail 
In Germany In a manner consistent with mili- 
tary security." 

The President then mollified his rebuke 
ol Mr. Davis by saying that the OWI director 
had acted in good faith, but had conferred 
at too low a level. 

Mr. Davis, when ho professed fear that 
the Germans would get an impression of our 
divided policies, apparently forgot that we 
have been letting German war prisoners In 
this country read any English language publi- 
cation of genera! circulation. And he appar- 
ently forgot that those prisoners would go 
homo some day, and that if tlicy carried with 
them any impression of divided policies, their 
account of it would surely be as damaging as 
anything straight from the printed page. 

Why are we suddenly afraid of "divided 
policies," anyway? Wasn't it our proud boast 
to the world last fail that we could hold an 
election, with all the old name-calling and 
airing of bitter differences, and still preserve 
our national unity? Why did Mr. Davis want 
to conceal from the long-nazlfied Germans 
the facts of American life and a continuing 
■ example ot the four freedoms In action?
